Tho common idea ia that u congrosiunaii 'a tiulury is plenty big 
enough. Maybe it is— for the average congressman. Maybe $7,500 a 
year is more than that average law-maker could earn in any other 
occupation. But a fact like the resignation of Congressman John J. 
Fitzgerald of New York tends to make thinking people wonder 
whether, after all, we're liberal enough with our congressional sal- 
aries. 

Mr. Fitzgerald is chairman of the house appropriations commit- 
tee. His position, always important, is at present one of the biggest 
jobs in Washington. The man holding that chairmanship has his 
hands on the control of many billions. He is one of the chief dircc. 
tors of our war program| It is generally accepted that Mr. Fitzger- 
ald is one of the ablest men in the house, and unusually well qualifieo* 
for this vital work. 

l' Yet in the climax of our war preparations, with enormously large 
(and complicated appropriation bills to whip into shape, Mr. Fitzger- 
ald resigns from congress. He explains : 

I l "In nearly 19 years of continuous service in the house, all of my 
/time has been absorbed in the discharge of public affairs and there 
was been no opportunity to give any attention to my private affam. 
fhe increasing requirements of a large family and inability to meet 
ny growing obligations necessitate, that, before it is too late, I de- 
mote myself to my profession to earn sufficient to educate my ehil- 
cn properly, to provide them comforts which they should have 
,id to make some provisions for their future." He will therefore re. 
ae the practice of law. 
Dropping out of the harness at such a time may regarded by 
many citizens as an indefensible shirking of duty, no matter how 
strong the provocation may be. But the question remains. This ease 
is typical of many, in every branch of government, national, stale 
and municipal. It is seldom that a really first-class man pan' be got 
into an important office, and seldom that he can be kept there when 
I he is in. AVe usually blame capable men who prefer private prosper- 
ity to impecunious public service. But is the public doing its parti

That, as one thrift stamp director remarks, 
is "just like having the soundest bank in the world brought to your 
front door." There will be plenty of patronage for that bank. 

When we went into the war we thought that it last we were to 
be no longer surfeited on "diplomatic victories.'' Lord knows we 
had a belly full of them before, with a new one brought out every 
time the Dutchmen sunk a boat. At the outbreak of war our "diplo- 
matic victories" stopped for a while, and we began fo prepare for the 
staging of some real victories through the agency of our boys in 
khaki.

1917 must be made between January 
1 and March 1, 191 S. 

"Tbn Government recognizes", Col- 
lector of Internal Itcvonue Haly said 
today, "that many persons experience 
a pood deal or difficulty in filling out 
income tax forms. It recognizes too, 
that taxpayers resident at points 
where collectors" offices nrc not easily 
occosslble find It. hard to get proper 
instruction In the low. Next year, 
when every married person living 
with wife or husband and having a 
net income of $2,000, and every un- 
married person not the head of a 
family and having a net income of $1,- 
000 for the year 1917 must make re- 
turn of income on the form prescrib- 
ed, there will be hundreds in every 
community seeking light on the law, 
and help in executing their returns. 
My own and every other collection 
district in the nation will be divided 
Into districts, with tho county as the 
unit, and a government officer inform- 
ed In the income tax assigned to each 
district. He will spend hardly less 
than a week in each county, and in 
some counties a longer time, vcTy 
likely In the courthouse at the couq- 
ty-scat town. In cities where there 
are collectors' branch offices, he will 
be there, and in other cities possibly 
at the city hall. My office will In due 
time advise postmasters and bankers 
and send out notices to the newspa- 
pers stating when the officer will be 
In eac hcounty. It will be unneces- 
sary for prospective taxpayers to ask 
my office for forms on which to make 
returns. The officer who visits their 
county will have them. 

"It may be stated as a matter of 
general information that 'net income' 
is the remainder after substractlng 
expense! from gross income. Per- 
sonal, family, or living expense Is not 
expense in the meaning of the law, 
the exemption being allowed to cover 
such expenses.

One of the latest Industries intro- 
duced into the United States is that 
of breeding Karakul shoep, natives of 
Asia, for the production of fur. While 
the ultimate aim of the business is the 
sale of Karakul lamb skins for use in 
garment manufacturing, owing to the 
limited number of these sheep In thp 
I'nlted States and the difficulties in 
curred in Importing new ones, the 
sale or adult pure-breds and high- 
grade animals Is at present the most 
profitable features. 

The Karakul may be said to repre- 
sent a distinct type of sheep, but 
many persons have hesitated about 
calling them a breed. 

In 1912 L. M. Crawford began the 
experiment of crossing Karakuls with 
Uncolns and other long-wool sheep 
on his l,M0-acre ranch, near Cotton- 
wood Falls. Kansas. This ranch is 
now known as the

co negotiations. 

Korniloff Defeated In Bielgorod 
Fight 

Petrograd, December 14 — In the 
battle near Bielgorod, according to a 
Bolshevikl staff report, General Korn- 
iloff 's Cossacks were defeated. They 
retreated to Vasilelka. 

In connection with the battle at 
Rostov, the evening newspapers re- 
port the Cossacks as victorious, the 
Bolshevik! having retreated across 
the Don river to Nakhitchevan. 

The Russian Situation 

New York, December 14— Bolshe- 
vik! forces apparently, have been suc- 
i ccssful in the first clashes with the 
( -L^»untor revolutionists and it is rc- 
I ported they have captured the towns 
of Tamanovka and Kaluga. 

General Kaledines is besieging Ros 
tov-on-the-Don, the Inrgcst city in the 
Don province nnd heavy fighting has 
been In progress there since Sunday 
Tamanovka Is near Bielgorod. 35(1 
miles south of Moscow, nnd near 
where the forces of General Korniloff 
also a counter revolutionist, are re- 
ported to have been engaged in a 
I heavy battle with the Bolsheviki. One 
report said Korniloff had been dc 
feated and wounded while another 
said he had been victorious. 

Severe fighting has been going on 
in and around Rostov, which is only 
twenty-five miles southwest of Novot- 
chekask, the Don Cossack capital 
Kaledines' troops besieged the city 
while Cossack forces within Rostov 
attacked the Bolsheviki. 

The losses arc reported to have 
been heavy on both sides. The Bol- 
sheviki, reported to be commanded by 
Ensign Krylenko, the Bolsheviki 
commander in chief, were aided by 
the transport Kolchia.
